Safety 


Ifyou want to use your bicycle to the 
full, you will have to learn how to 
ride safely in heavy traffic and on 
busy roads. Many schools in Britain 
have visits from police and road 
safety officers, when the new cyclist 
can get to know the basics of keeping 
his or her machine in good condi- 
tion, and of using it safely on today’s 
roads. And in Britain you can enrol 
for and take the National Cycling 
Proficiency Test. 


Basic rules for safe cycling 


1 Before starting off from the kerb 
always look round and make sure 
the road is clear. 

2 Before turning right or left, or 
moving out to pass stationary or 
slow-moving vehicles, always look 
behind to make sure it is safe and 
give clear arm signals well before 
you alter your direction in any way. 
3 Ride in single file on busy roads 
and never ride more than two 
abreast. Remember you must not 
ride on footpaths or pavements. If 
there is a safe cycle path along your 
route — use it! 

4 Always keep both hands on the 
handlebars (unless signalling) and 
both feet on the pedals. Never hold 
onto another vehicle or cyclist, and 
if you are carrying anything make 
sure it won’t tip you off balance or 
become entangled in the wheels or 
chain. Do not carry a ‘passenger’ 


unless the bicycle is designed to 
carry more than one person. 

5 Remember that your brakes will 
take much longer to work if it is 
raining or the road is wet. In these 
conditions apply the brakes lightly 
and frequently to wipe the water off 
the brake shoes and wheel rims, and 
allow for a much greater stopping 
distance. 

6 Use your common sense - if you 
are not sure how to cross a busy 
junction or turn across a stream of 
traffic, get off and walk. 

If you can see where you are 
going, and other traffic can also see 
you, then you are likely to be riding 
safely. Remember that, and you 
won’t go far wrong. Learn and obey 
the rules of the road which apply in 
your country. In Britain the High- 
way Code will tell you everything 
necessary for good road usage — and 
there are special sections relating to 
the cyclist.

Try slackening off centre bolt from 
the rear of fork crown, centre brake 
‘so that brake blocks are same 
distance from rim each side, then 
fe-tighten. 


Put end of screwdriver across coiled 
(top) part of spring on the opposite 
side of centre bolt to the sticking 
brake block. Tap top of screwdriver 
sharply with hammer. Try again, then 
repeat operation until spring 
operates equally both sides.

Cable too slack 


If adjuster exists at brake lever 

or on brake stirrup. use it until 
enough slack is taken up. If not then 
slacken nut clamping cable to brake 
stirrup. pinch stirrups slightly 
together, then re-tighten cable clamp 
nut again. This is a trial and error 
operation, and fortunately most 
brakes now have adjusters.

Virtually as above. but few rear gears 
and no front gears have adjusters. 
So slacken off the cable clamping 
nut on the front changer or rear 
gear, whichever appropriate. pull 
cable tight with pliers. and re-tighten. 


Rear gear moves 
into spokes or 
makes chain drop 
between smailest 
sprocket and 
frame. Or fails to 
change into top 
or bottom gear. 


Lateral ‘throw’ 
wrongly adjusted 


The sideways movement of a rear 
derailleur. gear (and the front 
changer, come to that) is controlled 
by two screws which, as they are 
loosened or tightened, allow more or 
less travel of the mechanism. Taken 
to extremes, this means tightening 
both screws could fix you firmly in 
middie gear. Look at your mechanism 
and you can see, as the gear moves, 
which screw works on the ‘top’ end of 
the range, which on the ‘bottom’. 
Then adjust as necessary,
